REGULATIONS ANNOUNCE 
|FOR MIGRATORY BIRDS 


The Honorable J. Allison Glen, 
Minister of Mines and Resources, 
| Ottawa, has just issued the Regula- 
i tions regarding Migratory Birds for 
the current year. 

A summary of the Regulations as 
they apply to Alberta follows: 

Open Seasons, both dates inclu- 
ive: Wilson's Snipe, Throughout the 
Province from one-half hour before 
sunrise September 14 to one-half 
hour after sunrise November 9. 

Ducks, Geese (other than Ross's 
| Goose), Rails, Coots: In that part 
of Alberta lying north of the right 
| bank of the Athabaska River going 
down stream to its intersection with 


} the north boundary of Township 72 | 


and north of the boundary of 
| Township 72 from the Athabaska 
| River to its intersection with the 
interprovincial boundary between 
Alberta ond Saskatehewan: From 
one-half hour before sunrise Sep- 
tember 7 to one-half hour after sun- 
set November 21. 

Throughout the remainder of the 
Province of Alberta: From one-half 
hour before sunrise September 14 
to one-half hour after sunset No- 
vember 28. 

There is a close season through- 
out the year on Eider Ducks, Wood 
Ducks, Swans, Ross's Goose, 
| Cranes, all shore birds except Wil- 
son’s Snipe, and all migratory non- 
game and insectivorous birds. 

Migratory game birds killed 
, during the open season may be pos- 
sessed in Alberta at any time, but 
the onus of proof that the birds 
possessed were lawfully — killed 
shall be on the person having the 
birds in possession. 

Bag Limits -In any day: Ducks, 
15, of which not more than 8 shall 
be species other than Mallards:

THRESHERS CAN HELP 
SAVE BARLEY CROP 


How to prevent threshing dam- 
age to crops of malting barley is 
outlined in a cireular distributed 
last week by the National Barley 
Contest Committee headed by Prot 
T.J. Harrison 

The instructions are of particular 
interest to competitors in the con- 
test because improper threshing, it 
points out, may ruin valuable 
crop of malting barley 

When threshing is started, the 
circular stresses, check carefully to 
see that the kernels are not injur- 
ed, If there are many peeled, brok- 
en, or fraved kernels, immediately 
adjust the machine.

They continued to 
prepare themselves for the defence of 


their country, and finally in Sept. 
1939, when we found ourselves at 
war, there was a small nucleus of 


partially trained men in every com- 
munity throughout the country, It 
was around these NPAM nuclei, that 
the units of our magnificent Cana- 
dian Army were built, The spirit and 
endurance of these men in the NPAM 
deserve great praise from all Cana- 
dians, and we should be thankful that 
there were some men in Canada who 
were far-secing enough to realize 
that there was a possibility, and that 
trained troops would be required in 
the future. 

In spite of their magnificent effort, 
the personnel of the NPAM were at 
best only partially trained in Sept., 
1939, They had been lacking in 
modern equipment, units were well 
below war strength in personnel, and 
the paltry financial allotment was 
not in any way sufficient. Barring 
the operations at Dieppe in 1942, it 
was not until July, 1943, that a com- 
plete formation of the First Cana- 
dian Army went into the field” in 
battle.
